MICHAEL J. GALLAGHER

VETERANS ATTEND CHRIST 
CHURCH ARMISTICE SERVICE 
SUNDAY LAST 


A full capacity congregation was 
present for the Armistice service on 
Sunday morning at Christ Church 
(Anglican), Macleod, when the Can- 
adian Legion, Macleod branch of the 
British Empire Service League, at- 
tended the service in a body, About 
twenty members were in the parade. 
The Rey. F. Randall Powell, Rector 
conducted the service. Mr. Powell 
took for his text, Exodus, 12-14. 
“This day shall be unto you for a 
memorial for all generations.” 

In opening Mr. Powell welcomed 
the Legion, personally and “on be- 
half of our church in Macleod I give 
you greetings and proud to give you 
a welcome, more proud to realize 
that at this time thousands, nay mil- 
lions, are celebrating again the time 
when the Great War was concluded 
and a truce declared.” He told his 
hearers that on a beautiful Sabbath 
Day in August, 1914, he was preach- 
ing in a quiet country church in 
England when the crash came. He 
said I went out of that pulpit that 
morning feeling that I never want- 
ed to preach again, The whole 
fabric had crashed to pieces. Then 
I realized that religion, true religion, 
refuses to be crushed. Empires 
crash, cities crash, conventions 
crash, even reputations crash, but 
religion was only being tested, and 
it came out of that great ordeal 
vastly stronger, more majestic in its 
confidence that righteousness should 
prevail, 

The men of this great Dominion 
rallied to the standard, determined 
that Britain should never tear up 
a serap of paper, or dishonor her 
untarnished name, Time will not 
permit me to review the whole of 
the achievements of the Canadian 
Forces, who untried and untrained 
stood firm and in the words of the 
British Commander in Chief, “The 
Canadians Saved the Day.” 

Our thoughts revert back to the 
thousands who never returned, 
whose bodies lie buried in No Man’s 
Land and we think of those who 
have, and are suffering, many 
powerless to maintain themselves or 
their families. Today they all stand 
all recognized in their country's 
honor list, distinguished heroes,
